LAUNCHING THE ST. LOUIS. 
tT Philadelphia correspondent of ONCE A WEEK 


ends the following account of the launching, o1 
Monday. November 12, of the St. Louis, the largest, 
deepest and heaviest craft ever built in America: 














At exactly one o'clock the tide was just at flood, the 
workmen beneath the official plattorm severed the single 
plank which held the ship in leash, there was a little 
shower of champagne against the »cutwater, a vast 
roar, first of human voices, then a at, swelling, ex- 
ultant chorus from hundreds of steam whistles, and the 
St. Louis started. The Delaw River at this point is 
four times as wide as the English shipbuilding river, 


Clyde, but the impetus of such a monster, gathered in 
her slide down the tallowed ways, is not easily over 
come, As soon as she was fairly out in the stream, he 
heavy anchors wert lropped and the chains dragged 
them like plows across the bottom, Tugs, one after an 
other, caught waiting lines, and as she was checked the 
excursion boats gathered close about. \ltogether, it 
was an inspiring sight 

The St. Louis was built for the International Steam 
ship Company \ twin ship, the St. Paul, is also being 
built by the Cramps. Everything about them is of home 
production, as befitting these new additions to the tleet 
of the American Line. Theirdimensions are as follows: 
Extreme length, 554 feet extreme breadth, 638 feet; 
de pth, 42 feet; displacement, at 26 feet; draft nearly 
16,000 tons. These ships will have two funnels, two

screws. The y are so thoroughly bulkheaded as to be 
actually unsinkable. Under the new law of the United 
States, they are so built that they may be readily trans 
formed into »rmed transports

which, when put into service, will carry 820 first-class, 
200 second-class and 800 steerage passengers The speed 
Is expec ted to deve p to 20 knots per hour, and in case 





of conversion to naval purposes they are able te carry 
coal sufficient for sixty-six days of continuous steaming 
at the ordinary rate of speed of the cruisers.
